The cross marks tie grave of two 


lovely young women wbo die*! in an 
emigrant camp before the Central 
Pacific bad united tlie east and west 
by its strong bands of su>ei. They 
were sisters, Alice and Bose Bewail. 
Their fatter, a hale country grocer. 
waa a victim of that contagion 
known in 1849 as the California gold 
fever, and was en route in a prairie 
schooner for the goldnelds on the 
WMtero slope of the Sierras when 
the girls sickened and died. Alice 
dung to life with a pitiable grasp. 
Her lover was one -of the company 
«rf_lowa emigrants, and the young 
coople had rosy dreams of the fu- 
ture home in the land beside the 
Pacific. Wieetling in the throes of 
ftwer, she would pray for recovery. 
She died with her arms about her 
lover's neck and with her prayer 
for life echoing in his ears. 


Rose lingered days afterward un- 


til the fever fiend had racked her 
frame beyond hope of aught but 
rest It was rest she prayed for as 
gbe was dying and she found it iu 
the grave beside her sister on the 
son kissed hill on the herder line of 
Utah and Nevada. It was an invi- 
tation to the red savages of the 
western wilds to mark the graves 
of the dead in that later reign of 
tvrror. There was nothing, there- 
fere, bat memory as a guide to their 
testing place when ten years later 
a friend of the dead girls and their 
father and the young man who had 
sincerely mourned Alice's loss visit- 
ed the spot again. 


The old man and the young had 


•met death instead of fortune in the 
smiling aew land that was so cruel 
to many of her guests. The friend 
was .returning' from the goldfields 
a -poorer and wiser man, and he 
stopped on the border line of Ne- 
vada to pay a last poor tribute to the 
memory of the young women who 
had given op their Eves there, The 
rough pine boxes were resting where 
they had been lowered a decade be- 
fore- The friend's parse was a very 
light one and he could do no more 
than erect a cross fashioned by his 
own hands.

It sometimes happens that a trifling 


scratch or puncture made with a pen 
;ivcs rise to dangerous septicemia. 
The chemical constituents of tho ink 
which is introduced by the pen into the 
•wound are not capable of producing sep- 
ticaemia, bnt microscopical eiamina- 
ion proves that the ill effects are duo 
to the liability of ink to contain patho- 
genic bacteria. Pr MRrpmann of Leip- 
aiu hiis recvuily published the results of 


microfcopifal examination of €7 


samples of ink ased in schools. Most of 
them were made with gall nuts and 


taiiibd saprophytes, bacteria and mi- 


oiunKx:i. Nifjrusin ink taken from a 
freshly opened bottle was found to con- 
tain both saprophytes and bacteria. Red 
and blue ink also yielded naaieroufl 
bacteria. In two instances Dr. ilarp- 
manu succeeded in cultivating from 
nigrosin ink a bacillus which proved 
fatiti tr> roion \jithin four days. ,ThiH 
ink had stood in an open bottle for 
three months, and the inference] to bo 
drawn from the inquiry in that ink 
ustd in school? should always bo kept 
covered when not in use.—London Lan- 
Cfit

This great oil find has thrown tbe 
ndiana oil field into another state 
f wild excitement, which baa sent 
eases out of sight in the vicinity of 
be well, and is eiertlng a great in. 
luence on. leasing for miles around. 
The well is nothing sboit of a won- 
ler. Its output is not known defi- 
nitely, but it is placed at 2.000 bar- 
rels. An hour after it was shot it was 
gauged and ran 15 barrels in 13 min- 
ites. The oil was, And is, good qual> 
ty, and does not need steaming. 


The Standard bad their pipes to 


the tanks last night and were ac- 
cepting it. 
When the well was 


brought in there was but one 250 
barrel tank near the derrick. It was 
filled in a very short time, and tbe 
oil began gushing over the sides. A 
dam was built down a little hollow 
and the oil was headed for it. 
It 


formed a good sized lake in a very 
short time. Two 500 barrel tanks 
were built yesterday and they were 
full this morning. This, however, 
will enable them to handle the out- 
put until better facilities can be se- 
cured. 
The well was brought in Wednes- 


day and was going a nice 50 barrel*. 
It was decided to shoot it, and 120 
quarts were used. A good water 
packing was put on top of it.

Hitherto tbe diamond has beau coa- 


nidered tbe harde.-tt thing in nature. 
The closest approach to it until recent- 
ly was made by the ruby. Something 
half way between them ia this respect 
was discovered only two or three yeara 
ago by E. C. Acbeson of Pittsbnrg, who 
was experimenting with an electric far- 
oace for an entirely different purpose. 
Be, too. was trying to make artificial 
jewels and succeeded in getting a lot of 
£nail crystals which were neither dia- 
monds nor rubies, bnt were harder than 
the latter. They were composed of 69 
parts of silica and 31 parte of carbon. 
Technically the ffatetance is a "carbide 
of silicon." The discoverer, however, 
gave to it tbe name carborundum and 
is now manufacturing about two tons 
of it daily M Niagara Falls for com- 
mercial purposes. It is used for the 
game purpose aa emery. 


Moiasan's new product ia a carbide 


of the rare metal titanium. The proper 
materials having been deposited in a 
small crucible made of lime, an electric 
current of large volume and low voltage 
is turned on, a temperature of 4,000 or 
4,500 degrees F. is developed, and then 
the stuff is allowed to cool. The result- 
ing crystals are said to be harder than 
diamonds, which now take the second 
place. Carborundum comes next, and 
the ruby drops to the fourth rank. 


Tbe carbide of titanium is as much 


harder than carborundum as carborun- 
tiiim w ^harder than emery. The latter 
two are only good for abrasive service— 
that is, th«y are employed only for 
grinding and polishing other very- bard 
substances. It is probable that carbide 
of titanium will have a much more ex- 
tensive ,-nse. There are many rock cot- 
ting drills which consist of a, tube in 
one eflge of TSfhich are imbedded brown 
or black diamonds. H. Moissan's new 
product will be both cheaper and more 
efficient than these. It may also be sob- 
frtitoted for real jewels ia watches, del- 
icate balances and in other mechanism 
where small bits of particularly hard 
material are needed aa bearings. The 
discoverer has applied for patents on his 
invention in this country as well aa Eu- 
rope, and it is thought probable that 
the French academy will award him a 
certain $10,000 prize offered some time 
ago for a (satisfactory substitute for black 
diamonds. 


Titanium, when pure, is white and 


about half as heavy as iron. It is al- 
most impossible to buy any because 
there is no demand and consequently 
no production. However, it is not so 
very scarce. An oxide of titanium, found 
in the form of small black' stones that 
give a red mark, is picked -up in :.-orue 
newly plowed fields in Pennsylvania 
and sells for $4 a pound. The metal is 
frequently found in combination -with 
iron, bnt has hitherto been regarded as 
a nuisance because it renders an ore re- 
fractory. A recent writer says, "Mil- 
lions of tons of iron ore in Virginia and 
New York are made worthless by the 
presence of 5 or 6 per cent of titanium. 
—New York Tribune.

"In Isi-J*, the sooond year after the 


Mormon pioneers had settled out 
there, wh?n tht> crops were young 
and green and promising for an 
abundant harvest, which the set- 
tlers very uiuek needed, suddenly 
there came a most extraordinary 
visitation of crickets, black, vora- 
cious and over whelming. They came 
hopping dowa from the mountain 
sides upon the Holds in the Salt Lake 
and adjacent valleys and covered 
the growing grain, leaving barren- 
ness and desolation in their wake. 
The hopes of the pioneers turned to 
despair as they saw their crops dis- 
appearing day by day before this 
devouring plagrte.and they were loud 
in lamentation because they regard- 
ed it as a curse sent upon them for 
some shortcoming. No human effort 
was capable of successfully combat- 
ing tbe hordes of sable insects as 
they advanced over the land, and 
the heartsick farmer could do noth- 
ing but stand idly by, a despairing 
witnss to the destruction of his sea- 
son's labor. 


But another extraordinary man- 


ifestation was in store for the Utah 
pioneers. One day the sky suddenly 
became dark with endless flocks of 
birds that came from the direction 
of the coast. They dropped down in 
thousands upon the cricket scourged 
fields. Then it was discovered that 
they were gulls of the kind that at 
intervals were wont to visit Salt 
Lake in small and scattering groups. 
The gulls at once set to work at de- 
Touring the crickets. From morning 
until night they gorged themselves 
unceasingly with the ravaging pests. 
Day after day this singular pursuit 
and destruction of the invading in- 
sects continued until the plague had 
disappeared before it, and the gulls 
rose and winged their way west- 
ward toward the Pacific. Then there 
were days of thanksgiving and 
praise, for the crops were saved and 
ruin was warded from young Utah. 
It was soon after this that the legis- 
lature passed the law protecting set 
gulls as gome little recognition of 
their service during that memorable 
visitation of crickets, which was the 
first and last of the kind in the his- 
tory of that region. 


"Every season since then gulls in 


more than usual numbers visit the 
farming districts about Salt Lake, 
but never in any force approaching 
that great raid of rescue in 184S. 
Some seasons thousands of them 
may be seen in the fields. They fol- 
low the plowman along tbe furrow 
familiarly and fearlessly. Wherever 
;here is a newly plowed field there 
•he gulls may be seen devouring the 
grubs of harmful insects the turned 
ap farrow exposes to sight. The 
birds seem to know that the farmer 
is their friend, for they hover about 
and around him, and even permit 
themselves to be captured without 
much protest. They never eat grain 
or any farm crop, but devour by 
millions the worms and insects that 
are injurious to the husbandman. 
So there is no need of the law mak- 
ng it an offense to kill one of these 
birds. The farmer would almost as 
soon think of killing his brother. ; ' 
— New York Sun.

now as a keystone, now a corbel, 
and again, most appropriately used 
as a decoration for fonts. The Guild- 
hall museum—that olla podrida of 
London antiquities, from Romano- 
British old boots and potsherds to 
massive Jacobean carved fireplaces 
—has two keystones in its crepuscu- 
lar crypt. One came from an old 
house in Paternoster row, now de- 
molished. It was the keystone of a 
window. Another, from the door- 
way of a house in Spital square, is 
an example of that very debased 
art, 
the domesticated keystone 


mask, so to speak. There was at the 
enil of last century aud at tho be- 
ginning of this quite a classic rage. 
Buildings fondly believed to be of 
classic design sprang up every- 
where, and traces of that fallacy are 
to be scon at tliis'day, even in the 
undistinguished streets of what 
were at that time the suburbs of 
London.

DMOCXAT last Friday, 
deserted 


his wife and infant babe because he 
waa only receiving 90 cent* a day 
for the labor he was performing and 
with that amount it waa impossible 
for him to pay his debts aad keep the 
wolf of hunger from his door. The 
act, while far from being justified 
wae only one of the many deplorable 
deeda that are becoming more fre- 
quent every day aa the rich become 
richer and tbe poor poorer. The fol- 
lowing extract from a letter written 
by Wilkins to bis wife states the 
cause of his desertion in his own 
language.

July 16, 1897. 


"Nora, I drop you these few lines 


to let you know I have left home. I 
didn't leave on your account or any 
of our relation, but because I couldn't 
make things go at 90 eta. a day. 


"Woodworth told differeub parties 


In the shop be wouldn't give me a 
show, and It didn't look like he in- 
tended to give me any more money, 
so I thought I would get out and 
tu5tla the rest of my life for myself. 


"Tell Mr. Groason and the rest of 


them. If yon can find them HI, I in 
tend to send them what I owe them 
as soon as I can. 


I have one-bait month's pay com- 


ing yet. Give that to Lationia. 
Well, I most close for this time. I 
expect to hear from yon once in a 
while. So good-bye to 2 and all. 
From Latlonia's papa to Nora. 


Don't answer, for I don't know 


where I will be to-morrow." 


Wilkins does not state in his letter 


where he was at tbe date of the 
writing and the postmark on the 
envelope Is so badly blurred tbat it 
cannot be read. Wilkins knew that 
If he left bis wife and babe would 
lave a home and would perhaps be 
better provided for if he was away 
than he could provide for them at 90 
cents a day. His act has been fol- 
lowed by two other similar ones by 
young married men in the city.

The road was to bare been sold last 
fall, but the sale was postponed upon 
the request of the holders of the first 
mortgage bonds For some time the 
different claimants have been en- 
deavorlng to get together and agree 
upon some plan of action. 
1120,000 


interest on the first mortgage bonds 
was due December last and has re- 
mained unpaid. The Central Trust 
Company, which holds the first mort- 
gage bonds, not receiving their six 
per cent, interest on 14,000,000 worth 
of mortgage bonds dated May, 23, 
1881, and due 1931, desire a fore- 
closure, and have asked the court for 
such a decree. 


The petition requesting this decree 


says that it is to the interest of all 
concerned that the road be sold and 
sold' as a whole or in its entirety 
and that it be sold without appraise 
ment or valuation. The special mas- 
ter Is to have the power to adjourn 
or postpone the sale at the request of 
the Central Trust Company. No bid 
is to be received of less than $2,000,; 
ooo, and to make the bid good $100,- 
000 in money or a certified check or 
certificate of deposit shall be required. 
The trust company also asks that 
their lien be made superior and prior 
to the mortgage of 1889 upon which 
she former decree of sale was entered. 
The company also asks that the 
claims of all parties for liens and 
equities which have not been deter- 
mined be reserved for future deter- 
mination.
